Comprehensive Plan: The General Land Use Policies of the 
Comprehensive Plan state that rezoning and 
development proposals should be compatible 
with existing and planned land uses and 
should not establish an undesirable precedent 
in the area to be developed. The goal in the 
Middle Ring, where this request is located, 
is to maintain investments and prevent 
deterioration in existing neighborhoods. 
Professional office uses for this section of 
Lake Avenue are consistent with the 
Comprehensive Plan. 


Planning Staff Discussion: 


The Lake Ave. corridor has been the subject of land use changes 
over the last three to four years. The desirability of the area 
for residential uses has lessened due to traffic volumes and 
other adverse impacts. While the area immediately north has 
still preserved its residential qualities, the parcels abutting 
Lake Ave. have undergone change. 


As preservation of property values, and the integrity of 
residential life have always been an utmost concern, we feel that 
this site is highly suitable for POD development. With the 
immediate uses and/or zoning designations indicating the 


ye 


acceptability of office use, and the limitation of the treatment 
plant to the south, this parcel is no longer suited for 
residential development. Approval of this petition will assist 
in buffering the existing residential use to the north from the 
intrusion of the Lake Avenue developments. 


Recommendation: Approval 
1) Approval will assist in the preservation of property values. 
2) Approval will be consistent with the established character of 


the immediate area, and will not deviate from acceptable growth 
patterns.
